Tom Denaris, 35, popularly known 
as Tom Adams, for more than 20 
years an operator and proprietor of 
cafes in the neighborhood of the For- 
syth street viaduct, was shot through 
the heart and instantly killed shortly 
before 10 o’clock Sunday night and a 
waiter, George Georgeless, wounded, 
by R. N. Ivins, manager of a chain 
filling station at Edgewood avenue 
and Randolph streets, according to po- 
lice reports. 

The shooting occurred in Adams’ 
cafe at 19 Forsyth street, N. W., and 
followed a quarrel in which, accord- 
ing to a companion of Ivins, rE R. 
James, of Austell, Denaris and George 
Georgeless, waiter in the cafe, had 
jumped on Ivins with a knife. Ivins, 
James told police, whipped a .38 eali- 
ber pistol from his pocket, shot De- 
naris and then turned the gun on 
Georgeless, inflicting a flesh wound 
which was -not considered serious: at 
the hospital where both men had been

Versions of the shooting as related 
by employes of the cafe differed from 
the statement James made to police. 
A cook in the cafe told newspapermen 
and police officers that Ivins was the 
aggressor of the row- preceding the 
fatal shooting and that he fired at 
least four times. Examination of De- 
naris’ body at the hospital indicated 
that one shot had pierced the heart 


Ivins, a brother of John B. Ivins, 
Atlanta attorney, came here several 
months ago from Chattanooga where, 
according to his statement at police 
he had been employed 
as chief inspector of the city sanitary 
department. In the car in which the 
two men were said to have driven to 
the cafe, police stated they found a 
half-gallon jar and a pint bottle both 
partially filled with whisky.

Neither of the men, cafe attendants 
said Sunday night, had ever been -in 
the Adams place before. After the 
shooting, both Ivins and James left 
the cafe but the report of the shots 
attracted Patrolmen Etheridge and 
Albright to the scene and the men 
were placed under arrest. The shoot- 
ing attracted a large crowd in front 
of the cafe which police several times 
had to disperse.

cial disposition in a man impera- 
tively prescribing the direction of 
his life-interest, the ordinary work 
all can do for a livelihood can 
play the part which Voltaire wise- 
lv advocated it should do in our 
lives.

NEW ORLEANS COTTON 
TEADY DURING WEE 


NEW ORLEANS, May 18.—(?)— 
Trading in cotton during the past 
week has represented a readjustment 
of conditions in the market disturbed 
during the several precéding weeks by 
the so-called May squeeze. Prices 
have fluctuated considerably but with- 
in moderate ranges. There has been 
selling of July at times and trans- 
ferring to October and at others the 
situation has ‘been reversed and there 
has been buying of the near months 
and selling of the distants. 

Toward the end of the week, how- 
ever, the weather has played a more 
important role in the market and 
there has been a good trade demand 
for the new crop months on the theory 
that the crop was no# doing well in 


the western belt owing to ‘excessive 


rains and storms and that the discount 
of October and December under July 


offered a distinct temptation to buy | 
‘the late months as an investment. 


As a result of the trade demand for 
the new crop months, particularly, Oc- 
tober, there has been a narrowing of 
the difference between the months. 
The discount under July which a week 
ago was 140 points had narrowed to 
95 points at the close on Saturday 
and at one time during the week the 
difference had narrowed to &7 points. 

The demand for the new crop 
months has been based on the fact 
that there has been too much rain in 
Texas, Oklahoma and Arkansas, and 
these rains have been accompanied by 
storms and in some cases by hail. As 
a result of the wet soil, flooded low- 
lands and cool] nights the crop in the 
west has deteriorated and considerable 
replanting has been made necessary.

Structural steel and gas and oil pipe 
line requirements were large, but rail- 
wat buying was light, and there was 
some letup in takings by farm im- 
plement makers. 

Jopper Bought. 

One of the most encouraging de- 
velopments of the week was enormous 
buying of copper. After touching 
12 1-2 cents a pound, the red metal 
price was pushed up to 13 cents. Al- 
théugh the rush to buy copper must 
be expected to spend itself shortly, the 
fact that fabricators are now stock- 
ing up with the metal is interpreted 
as indicating expectations of large re- 
quirements for power line and electri- 
fication projects. Non-ferrous metals 
generally showed a better price tone. 

Prices of some farm products show- 
ed a firming tendency as the week 
advanced, particularly grains. Wheat 
reached the highest levels of the 
month, with better export movement. 
Cotton also fared better, particularly 
the new crop. deliveries, reflecting 
largely the reports of too much rain 
over the belt. The market for hides, 
however, which has been rather firm 
of late, turned soft, reflecting lessened 
takings by shoe manufacturers. Wool 
was decidedly more active, but the 
Boston market failed to firm up in 
sympathy with English and Australian 
markets. 

One of the more favorable statistical 
barometers making its appearance was 
the Annalist preliminary index of 
business activity for April, showing a 
sharp gain at 92.5, as compared to a 
final figure of only 89.5 for March. 
The April figure, however, with the 
exception of March, February and De- 
cember, was the lowest since Decem- 
ber of. 1927. Gains were largely in 
freight car loadings, electric power 
production, and cotton consumption. 
The Annalist stated, however, that 
current indications do not promise a 
similar advance for this month. Cot- 
ton consumption, particularly, is fall- 
ing off, as both New England and 
southern mills are curtailing output, 
with numerous temporary shutdowns.

Briand’s Economic League 
Proposal Gets Varying 
Reception.

PARIS, May 18.—(#)—The Euro- 
pean federal union scheme of Aristide 
Briand. distinguished French foreign 


press today with high hopes and some 
reservations. The scheme, often kno77n 
as “The United States of Europe,” 
was presented to 26 European na- 
tions yesterday in the name of M. 
Lriand. 

As an idealistic document, it was 
contrasted sharply by many news- 
papers with the vigorous speech of 
Premier Mussolini at Florence, Italy, 
yesterday, in’ which Il Duce reaffirm- 
el Italy's intention of, fulfilling her 
ambitious naval program. 

Le Temps said that the Duce’s 
speech was “the most bellicose haran- 
gue we have heard in times of peace 
during this century.” 

The Journal Des Debats reasoned 
that “if military occupations do not 
offer all the guarantees their parti- 
sans usually expect, psychological se- 
curity offers much less,” but admits 
that the plan represents “an advance 
over present conditions.” 

_Le Temps also remarked that Pre- 
mier Tardieu’s order yesterday for 
progressive evacuation of the last 
French troops in the Rhineland, and 
the coming into effect of the Young 
plan and the Bank of International 
Settlements, completed the war period 
in Europe. It felt that M. Briand had 
well-timed the publication of his plan, 
to accord with these two events. 

Paris-Soir says “one can affirm that 
M. Briand yesterday laid the founda- 
tion for definite peace in Europe,’ 

All the morning papers published 
the full text of M. Briand’s memoran- 
dum, many remarking that it was the 
Inost important event in European 
politics since the signature of Kellogg- 
Briand pact in Paris.

The atmosphere of antiquity was cre- 
ated by the band of clever artists 
working under the direction of Mon- 
sieur R. Fournier-Sarloveze, mayor of 
Compiegne, who produced a pageant 
exact in every detail.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—(?)—

the London naval limitations treaty, 
two senate committees will resume to- 
morrow their inquiry into differences 


, among naval leaders over the pact. 


Rear Admiral Mark L. Bristol, 
chairman of the general board of the 
navy, who has sided with Rear Ad- 
miral Hilary P. Jones, naval adviser 
at London, in opposition to the cruis- 
er limitation, will be recalled by the 
foreign relations committee along with 
other members of the board. 

Confident of an overwhlming ma- 
jority in the foreign relations eom- 
inittee for the treaty, its sponsors are 
ready to bring it to a vote as svon 
as the examination of naval experts 
is concluded, That vote is expected 
this week. 

The fighting rebuttal by America’s 
senatorial delegates to London—Rob- 
inson, democrat, of Arkansas, and 
Reed, republican, Pensylvania—to the 
attacks on the treaty by Admirals 
Jones and Bristoi has encouraged the 
advocates of the part. 

Matters of Arms. 

Senators Reed and Robinson con- 
tend that the objections of the navy 
chieftains have narrowed down to the 
manner in which the cruisers shall be 
They point to the testimony 
of Admiral William V. Pratt, chief 
naval adviser at London and new 
commander-inchief of the United 
States fleet, which indicates that he 
is satisfied with the cruisers allowed 
by the treaty—1IS_ eight-inch gun 
cruisers and 1S six-inch gun cruis- 
ers.
